HEW VEHICLE LAW 


Important Change* la Rcaistntlon 


Effective With Hew Year. 


One of the most Important changes 


In tbe new Motor Vehicle law. as 
compared with the statute In force a 
year ago. Is the one effective January 
1 dealing with a revision ot the reg- 
istration fees charged for cart weigh- 
ing more than S.GOO 
pounds. This 


change grants relief from the appar- 
ent penalty levied on owner* of cars 
of the Fierce-Arrow, 
Packard 
and 


other heavy types by making the fee 
Per hundred pounds the 
same as 


charged lighter cars until the total 
weight exceeds thirty-five hundred.. 


For many years—and even at the 


thirty-five hundred pounds 
paid 
a 


fee of fifty cents per hundred. The fee 
for cars In exce&g of that weight 
now "^vrntv-flve rents per hundred 
pounds. In other words, a car weigh- 
ing 3.400 pounds would pay a fee of 
$17.00. while a car weighing- 3.COO 
pounds would carry a charge of j:T.- 
00 for registration. 
Thi* arrange- 


ment cost the owner nearly 
double 


the fee for the extra 20* pounds, if 
he happened to own the thirty-six 
hundred pound car. 


Under that section of the law deal- 


Ing with this particular feature of au- 
tomobile registration, and which be- 
comes effective January 1, 1925, the 
fee for all cam, other than commer- 
cial vehicles and omnibuses, is placed 
at nfty cents per hundred pounds for 
thirty-five hundred pounds 
or less, 


and seventy-five cents per hundred 
Tor each hundred pounds or major 
fraction thereof. In excess of Uilrty- 
five hundred pounds. Under this ar- 
rangement the car 
weighing 3,400 


pounds will pay a. fee of fli.00 and 
the one weighing 
S.600 
will 
pay 


J1S.::. Inste.itl of K7.00. 


Another chance effective 
January 


1 provides for one-half of the annual 
registration fee if the car is register- 
ed after July 1, and one-fourth If reg- 
istered after October 1.
